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IMMUNE SYSTEM AFFECTED BY SMOKING 


Smoking may significantly speed up the development of 
AIDS in people infected with the HIV virus according to new 
epidemiological work done at the University of California at 
Berkeley. 

While these results are preliminary and need confirmation, 
smoking appears to be a serious factor in the appearance of 
disease. said a report to the Sixth International Conference on 
AIDS by Rachel Royce, a former UC Berkeley graduate student 
and current research fellow at Harvard University. 

Smokers in the study of 1,000 men in the San Francisco 
Men's Health, were nearly twice as likely to develop AIDS or to 
die during an observation period of over four and a half years. It 
was not proven, however, when the men became infected. 
Possibly the smokers contracted the virus earlier than the non- 
smokers, although researchers felt that was unlikely. 

"We can't be sure, but it looks like the smokers are 
progressing faster to disease. Over 56 months they are nearly 
twice as likely to develop thrush, AIDS or to die,” Royce said in 
an interview.

as long been known that smoking causes leukocytosis (an 
increase in the number of white blood cells). Royce and Warren 
faster to ; Wilkeistein, professor of public health at Berkeley, confirmed 
recently that such an increase also occurs in the T-cells that are 

disease ae " prominently involved in fighting the AIDS virus. 


In spite of that, Royce said she does not think the higher 
average T-celi levels in the smokers are serving any protective 
function. In any case, the count tends to decrease soon after 
infection, so that later there is a relatively small difference 
between smokers and non-smokers in number of T-cells. 

The study was done in association with Peter Bacchetti, 
assistant adjunct professor of epidemiology at UCSF. These 
results announced in San Francisco, Royce said, should be 
confirmed by biological and clinical studies that spell out the 
connections between smoking and disease.

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Snap vocalist assaults bar owner 


AMERICAN RAP GROUP BOYCOTTED

(BOSTON) The lead vocalist of American rap group Snap 
apologied July 30 in the wake of an incident at a Boston gay bar. 

"My actions were irrational, and I admit unexcusable," 
'Turbo' Harris said in a letter to Dennis Moreau, a Boston gay 
bar owner. "Regardless of the anxiety and fear I was experiencing 
that evening, I should not have reacted the way I did." 

Snap created a nation-wide controversy after Harris 
allegedly assaulted Moreau and Buddies employee Keven Riley. 

The incident -- during which Harris reportedly yelled to 
Moreau, "Do I look like a fucking faggot to you, huh?" -- 
occurred after the band had performed at an AIDS fund-raiser in 
the city’s Fenway Community Health Center July 19. 

Harris claimed his actions happened after he complained to 
Moreau several of the club's patrons ‘came on' to him. 

Both Moreau and Riley pursued legal action. 

Two Boston radio stations, WXKS and WILD, stopped playing 
Snap's Top-10 hit "The Power", and the 75-member New 
England Disc Jockey Association approved a ban on the song. 

Gay and lesbian activists negotiated with Win Wilford and 
Dick Scott of Dick Scott Enterprises -- the company which 
manages Snap and New Kids on the Block -- to end the 
boycott. 

Some Calgary clubs are still refusing to include any Snap 
songs on their playlists. 

In his letter to Moreau, Harris proposed to perform a benefit 
concert. "To extend my humble apology to you, I would like to 
return to your club to play a benefit concert, the proceeds of 
which will go to a non-profit organization involved in gay rights 
activitism or the 'Fight Against AIDS'," Harris wrote.

Cops ‘'hustle' to catch gay-bashers

Four Calgary teens were in for a big surprise 
October 21, when they set out to pose as hustlers 
and rob gay men on 13 Ave, Calgary's gay hustler 
strip. 

While planning the attacks on a northwest C- 
Train, they were sitting beside Constable George 
Stewart. 

Later, Stewart — a 10 year veteran of the force - 
and his partner drove around the area until they 
spotted the youths. Within minutes the suspect, 
Kelly Joseph Barber, was in his car discussing the 
price of $50 for sexual favours. After the officer 
took out his wallet the suspect punched him, 
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grabbed the wallet and ran. 

Stewart, his partner and two backup officers 
gave chase and after a short struggle captured the 
four youths. They later discovered two of the 
youths had been carrying knives. 


Police have charged Darren Gerald Bird, 19, 
and Kelly Joseph Barber, 19, and two 17-year-old 
boys with conspiracy to commit robbery. 

Barber is also charged with robbery and 
possession of a weapon. 

Stewart sustained cracked ribs and was treated 
at Holy Cross Hospital. 
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SURVEY STUDIES GAY SEX

Data from a recently-released AIDS Calgary survey 
indicates some gay and bisexual men in the city are having 
unsafe sex. 

"Safer sex behaviours are not consistantly followed," the 
survey reported. "Survey responses are _ contradictory, 
possibly reflecting contradictions in actual practice." 

The March survey of 327 gay and bisexual men 
discovered 43 per cent of the respondents had unprotected 
anal intercourse during the last year. 

One reason given was some of the men were involved in 
exlusive relationships. "Those explaining unprotected anal 
intercourse by a relationship are assuming the sex to be 
safe," the survey explained. "We know from experience that 
is not always the case. 


"Nevertheless, even if we subtract all the men who 
believe themselves to be at little or no risk due to the nature 
of their relationships, we still have 24 per cent (80 men) who 
say they had unprotected anal intercourse during the last 
year." 


The survey says only 65 per cent of the respondents 
were aware unprotected anal insertive intercourse is also 
high risk. "Clearly, the message that anal _ insertive 
intercourse without a condom is high risk must be stressed 
in the Calgary gay community," the survey says. "And as we 
know from other studies, knowledge does not necessarily 
translate into consistent safer sex practices." 


The survey recommends the creation of a gay and 
bisexual men's advisory committee as part of AIDS Calgary's 
education program; the enhancement of basic information 
on HIV transmission and prevention; a more effective use of 
mainstream media to target; and to revamp safer sex 
workshops for gay and bisexual men to address current 
concerns.

sodomy in a heterosexual relationship was 
legal and straight couples have a right to 
privacy. He did not find homosexual couples 
had the same right. 

I hardly dare mention the things which go 
on in our own city: underemployment, 
discrimination, and blatant manipulation of 
gays and lesbians.

vociferous (‘Don't ram it down their throats’). 
Still others are content believing social 
change is inevitable; it's merely 'a matter of 
time’. 
I'm convinced common ground can be 
found, but to find it will take everyone in the

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‘SURVIVING FILM'S EMPHASIS

Longtime Companion is about transition. 

The transition from Blondie's "The Tide is 
High" and cruising on Fire Island, to visiting 
hospitals and watching loved ones die. 

The transition from "If I never hear 
anything more about AIDS for the rest of my 
life, it'll be too soon", to volunteering time at 
New York's Gay Men's Health Crisis. 

Director Norman Rene's semi- 
documentary film follows a group of New York 
gay men from 1981 to 1989, detailing their 
emotional and physical trauma in coming to 
terms with AIDS. 

As Longtime Companion progresses 
through the decade -- in a series of yearly 
vignettes -- an increasing number of the men 
it follows see both friends and lovers succumb 
to the disease. By the end of the film, a few 
battered survivors remain -- coping and 
hoping. As one of them comments, "I want to 
be in on it when they find a cure.” 

Rene doesn't attempt to gloss over the 
earlier, uglier side of the unfolding AIDS crisis: 
hygiene-obsessed gays scrubbing down after 
hospitalized friends give them a kiss on the 
cheek; well-meaning -- but ill-informed -- 
men visiting ill lovers clad in layers of 


protective clothing; AIDS-infected 
professionals being denied employment. 

Longttme Companion's strong point is its 
impact upon the audience. The audience 
doesn't just laugh at writer Craig Lucas’ witty 
one-liners because they're funny, but also to 
offset the film's emotional intensity -- an 
intensity which at points becomes almost 
unbearable. After seeing a scene in which an 
older gay man urges his rapidly—deteriorating 
lover to "Just let go" and die, one needs 
something to laugh about. 

Lucas has captured one of the trademarks 
of the gay lifestyle -- the razor-sharp wit -- 
but the film's subject tends to overwhelm the 
humour. When one man in bed asks his lover. 
"What do you think happens when we die?". 
and the lover replies, "We get to have sex 
again...J hope,” the audience wants to laugh. 

But we can't. 

Longttme Companion 1s a good film for 
what it does -- showing the physical and 
mental anguish AIDS caused in the 1980's. 
While not in the same league as Torch Song 


Trilogy or Parting Glances -- the time span 

and the shortness of the film promote one- 

directional characters -- Longtime Companion 
is a film not to be missed.

Meeting people at a gay bar, dance or 
some other gay-oriented organization is a fun 
and important part of being ‘in the life.’ But 
encounters in the outside world of work and 
leisure have an added excitement -- the thrill 
of realizing somebody you're interested in 
might be gay and all the emotional risks and 
investments that go into confirming the 
possibilities and acting on desires. Recently | 
had two such encounters -- of an artistic 
nature, of course -- when I 'met' two recently- 
released videos. 

I experienced Blind Trust (Pouvoir Intime) 
and Mountains of the Moon without any prior 
knowledge of their gay content. And just like 
when you meet somebody outside the 
subculture, the question soon moves from ‘if 
the person is gay, to ‘how' the person is gay 
and what !t means to one personally. 

Blind Trust establishes a gay sub-plot 
quickly and the gay relationship proves to be a 
pivotal point in the entire action of the film. 
Centering on an armed robbery which js part 
of a political cover-up, the plot takes an 
unexpected turn when -- through accident -- 
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ihe wrong security guard gets locked into the 
armoured truck which is carrying the stuff the 
‘bad guys’ want. The unlucky man happens to 
be gay. 

His powerful need to survive the situation 
to see his young lover again fuels his valiant 
efforts to defend the vehicle from the attacks 
of the 'bad guys.’ The relationship between the 
security guard and the humpy young man is 
not two-dimensional -- as in many 
relationships, there are uncertainties as 
emotional risks are taken and both parties are 
confronted by strange circumstances. 

Theve fim’ is:* about’ mahes*"power o8 
relationships and how they can change the 
course of people's lives. This is evident with 
the security guard, but also later in the film. 
in the life of the young lover. This power of 
bonds -- be they of love, greed, or loyalty -- 
to change people's lives 1s repeated throughout 
all the relationships in the film. The most 
poignant portrayal of this are in the scenes 
between the older robber and his own son 
who, out of desperation, he needed to involve 
in the heist. 

I recommend watching the film -- there ts 
good action, suspense and a bii of romance. 
It's the kind of entertaining film many people 
feel Canadians are incapable of making. Biind 
Trust, from an artistic point of view, makes me 
feel good as a Canadian and as a gay person, 
especially since the gay relationship is 
portrayed as being equally valuable as the 
others. 
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Mountains of the Moon is a very different film. To use the Hollywood 
cliche. if is an adventure Story lavishly a med in the wilds of Africa and 
concerns two men in search for the source of the Nile River. It is not for 
the squeamish, as there are many scenes of violence and brutality. None 
however, are Se ous, and are necessary to support the plot and true 
story on which th e film is based. 

The Alm is more closety than Blind Trust, and there is only faint 
reference io the Doe eas of one of the main characters. The 
attitude, however, is in keeping with the times ~- the mid- eae -~ long 
before there were names for the feelings gay men and women felt.

It's almost disappointing. 

I'm about to relate a few of my weirder coming out stories. 
They are not typical, but then again, neither are the people to 
whom I came out (and just so that I can really get myself into 
some major-league kaka, I'm going to use real names - any 
resemblance to any persons living or dead is entirely intentional). 

These stories probably won't help anybody wanting to come 
out, but then again, who knows? And now, for better or worse, I 
give you the Coming Out Stories of Moi. 

THE FRIEND, RICK. I told Rick I was gay one day when we 
were walking home from seeing a movie. The mercury was sitting 
somewhere around twenty below, and to keep our lips from 
freezing together, we had to talk. During a lull in the 
conversation, I, with no warning whatsoever, happened to 
mention: "Oh, by the way, Rick, I'm gay." I spent the next two 
weeks trying to convince him of the authenticity of this 
statement. 

He refused to believe me, and I can't say I blame the poor 
dope. You see, we had gone out to dinner with this mutual friend 
of ours, Jackie, a few weeks earlier. After I watched her get 
suitably -- ah -- happy, I decided to take this opportunity to 
experiment with the wonders of heterosexuality. And all of this 
(which, to tell the truth, wasn't really a whole hell of a lot) while 
poor Rick was watching, his jaw dangling somewhere around 
knee level. I found out sometime later he had more than a few 
designs on Jackie. 

Nothing I said could convince him I was gay. You know, it's 
quite an experience to spill one's guts in regards to one's sexual 
orientation, just to be told that one is full of shit (no rude 
comments about my doing precisely this every month in this very 
column, please). 

This was the first time I ever told anyone I was gay. I was 17. 
I waited almost a year before I told another person. And God, did 
I hope this next person would believe me. 

THE FRIEND, WES. 1 had a mondo crush on Wes when we 
were in high school together. This is probably why I waited so 
long to tell him. I mean, what if he wasn't? Despite his long- 
standing relationship with a girl named Paula, I felt there was no 
harm in harbouring naive fantasies. 

I was 18 when I finally told him. I don't think I surprised 
him. What he did was -- get this -- invite me to the Warehouse 
(which, during 1985 had about a 50/50 gay-straight mix - all 
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warped) so that he could introduce me to, as he put it. the "head | 


fag." Thanks a lot. Wes. Well. at least he believed me, and he had 


no trouble at all accepting it. Hell, he thought it was great. In the | 


end, the whole incident filled me with no end of courage, and | 
finally decided to tell... 

THE MOTHER. Now, I have since talked to many people 
about their experiences in coming out to their parents. More 


often than not, Dad and especially Mom tend to accept it without | 


too much trouble, although a bit of re-educating is almost 
always in order. Often they keep hoping you'll change. 
Sometimes the results are less pleasant. 

My mom shocked me more than | shocked her. She always 
did have this miserable habit of spoiling my surprises. 

When I sat her down to tell her the whole, sordid truth, she 
listened intently to everything I had to say. Her reply when I was 
finished: "It's about time you got around to telling me.” 

She went on to explain she had suspected as much since | 
was around 13 or 14; she even told me she went so far as to see 
a psychiatrist when I was 16 to try and decide whether or not to 
confront me with this knowledge. 

Christ on a platter! I don't even think I had myself fully 
convinced at age 13. 

But then, my mom had an advantage. You see, when she 
was pregnant with me, she had this friend who used to do that

But it wasn't until shortly before we moved in together that I 
told her I was gay. I'm not too sure why; I probably didn't want 
to take any chances with our friendship. At any rate, push came 
to shove when, after several months of playing cat and mouse, 
she asked me why I never made a move on her. Finding myself 
painted into a corner, I told her I was gay. She, in turn, told me 
she was a lesbian. Talk about your mondo boomerang effects! We

Maybe the distance from each other is sre caused me to 
take so long in telling him (for over ten years we've consistantly 


lived thousands of miles away from each aiiue but whatever the 
case, by the time I got around to letting him know - via one of 
our infamous 60-cdd page letters - I was = ice tees in the 
gay rie te, and still was nol sharing this part of my life with 
him. I felt incredibly guilty 


e question was, how to let him know? I eventually wound 
up tell ie him in my letter everything I was doing, including my 
volunteer work as an executive member of Lesbian and Gay 
Youth Calgary, as if none of it was any news to him; as if he'd 
known for years. 

Now let me digress a bit to tell you a bit about Calvin: he's 
perfect. Disgustingly so. What's worse, he's unhateabie; ihus you 
can't even despise him for being perfect. He's a prize film siudent 

who's turned down opportunities to study in China because he 
didn't want the Chinese government tc profit; he gave up 
animation because of the environmentally-uniriendly by- 
products. He's spent summers planting trees. And yet, upon 
receiving my letter, he writes back that he wished he'd done as

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The reality of living in a homophobic society creates fear 
about taking this step. Consequently, many of our first coming 
out experiences involve making contacts with other gays and 
lesbians. This may mean going to a gay establishment or 
establishing relationships with other gays and lesbians known to 
us, as friends or lovers. There can be safety in these connections, 
and they can serve as the foundation for strengthening our new 
awareness. 

However, it may also be a further anxicty-provoking 
experience for someone coming out to make these contacts. 
People comment on their concerns about knowing the 
‘appropriate gay behavior. Many myths float around, distorting 
the reality of a gay lifestyle. They include notions one must look 
a certain way - even cross-dress - to fit in. 

Such misinformation creates more obstacles for the 
individual coming out to feel positive about their process, and 
can hinder their willingness to continue. It is difficult to know. at 
this stage, coming out is really about becoming more accepting 
of who we are, not fust who we love. 

The next step in the process involves coming out to non-gay 
individuals. Making the decision to come out to family. friends 
and other significant people can take years to reach. Most gays 
and lesbians expend much energy in deciding where, when, how, 
and whom to tell. Most of us have struggled with fears of 
rejection, humiliation and outright embarrassment. We have all 
heard horrible stories about reactions of family, friends and 
others. 

The reality is clear few people will respond with 


- congratulations when advised of our homosexuality; our best 


hope is that they will be accepting. Success in the coming out 
process is most closely connected to our own acceptance of 
ourselves. This acceptance will likely determine both the manner 
in which we choose to come out and our readiness to do so. 

It should be obvious coming out is not a one-time event. The 
process can take a lifetime to complete. It is one small step after 
another in the effort to be more whole, more visable. more 
accepting of who we are and who we love. 

Coming out is not all or nothing. It is both scary and 
exciting, with every step an important and significant one. No 
matter where you are in your coming out process, give yourself 
credit for being there and be gentle with yourself. 

With time, we can all 'come-out' to see what incredible 
people we really are.
